Situation Appears

NEW YORK (AP) — New 
York’s work-bound millions, 
who seldom ev er find trav el 
easy , ran into incredible dif­ 
ficulties this morning as a 
subway strike maBe mov e­ 
ment almost impossible. 


The strik e, begun at 5 a.m. yes­ 
terday by a union representing 
most of the subway motormen, 
was joined today by six other 
unions.

As a result, countless thou.sands 
of desperate commuters jammed 
stations of subway arteries still 
giving any service and battled to 
get on trains. 
The ccush was so great that 
even breathing was difficult on th# 
subway cars. 
Hundreds of thousands sought 
vainly to switch to buses and 
trains operated by commuter rail­ 
roads 
leading 
into 
Manhattan. 
Thousands of others set out to 
come to town in their cars, cre­ 
ating terrific traffic jams. 
Travel was at a virtual stand- 


I still at many places. 
The great business and indus­ 
try of New YM-k was hit hard — 
both from lack of work ers and 
loss 
of 
customers 
during 
the 
Christmas shopping season. 
The New York Transit Author­ 
ity. which operates the subways 
and many bus lines, said pick ets 
had appeared at most bus depots 
thrmighout the city. 
AH Indications were Siat the 
situation was much worse than 
yesterday. 
T r a n s i t Authority Chairman 
Charles L. Patterson announced 
that any strik ing motormen who 
fail to show up for their jobs by 
this afternoon will be fir« ^.

MOSCOW fv-A Soviot scientist 
b oasted 
today that 
Russia has 
made only two attempts to launch 
earth satellite* and b oth succeed­ 
ed. 
The remark* of the scienti&ts 
were part of a full-page display in 
Pravda saluting the completion of 
1.000 trip* around the earth b y 
Sputnik I, launched Oct. 4. 


Academician L. Sedov wrote: 
"The entire preparatory work of 
launching the satellite* waa car­ 
ried out thoroughly. Separate ele­ 
ments were tested, studied and 
checked. 'The general system of 
launching was designed and ana 
lyzed in detail. The result was 
that in the Soviet Union there 
were no uasuccesRful attempts in 
launching 
artificial earth 
satel- 
Utes. 
"Only two attempts were car­ 
ried out and b oth were successful. 
It can b e noted also that the 
launching of the Soviet satellites 
was carried out somewhat earlier 
than originally planned.” 
Sedov cited America’s dlfftcul- 
tie.4 with their satellite. But he 
» aid the United States has "exper­ 
ienced, fully qualified specialists 
in rocket technique and I b elieve 
they will succeed in launching a 
satellite after a certain period of 
time. The Soviet specialists sin­ 
cerely wish American scientists 
and engineers .success." 
Sedov said ^ vie t scientist* hope 
development of the satellite "will 
serve a* a b asis for peaceful com­ 
petition, for the b eginning of joint 
effort* in the solution of the great 
ta.« k* of interplanetary travel of 
the future. . ,
